On the final day of the annual 
meeting of the Alabama Future 
Homemakers Association, which

as one of the major projects the 
betterment of home and farm liv- 
ing in the State, This objective 
wus set up following a discussion 
of “Puture Homemakers anc Fue 
ture Farmers in an Alabama Parm 
and Home Program" by Mr, R, EB. 
Cammack, supervisor of agricul- 
tural education in Alabama, 

He challenged the group as to 
what could be done through their 
organization and through their 
members as individuals for the 
betterment of home life; for the 
betterment of farm life; and for 
the betterment of a combination 
of farm and home life, The chal- 
lenge included the hope that the 
Future Parmers of the local chap- 
ters be contacted regarding these 
matters, 

Since the problems of improve-

Particular attention should be 
paid to pigs, calves and lambs that 
recently have been castrated or 
dehorned and to farrowing sows 
and calving cows, he says, Such 
animals should be examined daily 
and pine tar oil applied as re-

U.S, TAX BILL IS NEAKLY 


DOUBLED FOR ARMAMEN'TS 


WASHINGTON, 
Citizen, who has a wife 
small child and earns $3,000 a 
year, figured today that he would 
nearly have to double his Federal 
tux payments so that Uncle Sam 
could buy airplanes and other de- 
fense equipment, 

Congress has tacked on an extra 
ten per cent here and there, with 


» few variations, but when Mr, 
Citizen got out his pencil he found 
it added up unexpectedly. He cal- 
culated that his annual Federal 
tux bill had been boosted from 
727 to $49.70. This is the way 


he reached that figure; 

He has never paid Wederal in- 
tome tax heretofore, but since 
Congress cut the exemption for a 
marnied man from $2,500 to $2,000 
and added a 10 per cent super-tax 
Lo former tax schedules, he cal- 
culates he'll have to pay $13.20 
next March, 

The citizens go to a neighbor- 

theatre and pay 35 cents 
apiece, except ror the child, who 
sets in free. Under the old 40- 
cent exemption to the admissions 
tax, there were no extras for the 
treasury, but now all admissions 
vver 20 cents will be taxed at 
roughly ten per cent, and the citi- 
zens will pay about $4 tax in 
the next year on their weekly 
cinema, 

Mr, Citizen figures he will buy 
three gallons of whisky and a 
barrel of beer a year, for himealf 
und friends, The Federal whisky 
lax, at this rate, used to cost 
him about $7 a year ($2.25 per 
vallon of 100 proof), but next 
year it will be over $8 ($3 per 
gallon of 100 proof), 

His barrel of beer (about 3800 
bottles) formerly was taxed $5 and 
now it is $6. 

Mr. Citizen drives about 10,000 
miles a year, using 500 gallons of 
gasoline, The Government used 
to take 1 cent a gallon, or $65. 
Now it wants 11% cents a gallon, 
ov $7.50. 

The old radio having worn out, 
Mr, Citizen also is going to buy 
# $100 radio, on which the tax 
was $10 but is now $11, 

Mr. Citizen could have figured 
fYome more increases, because 
Congress boosted by 10 per cent 
most of its other excise taxes, 
like those on automobiles, tires, 
oll, club dues, some toilet prepa- 
vations, and refrigerators, 

How much more he will pay in 
tobacco taxes depends on whether 
he is a cigaret smoker and, if so, 
the number of packs he uses, Con- 
gress upped the cigaret levy one- 
half cent per pack, or 25 cents 
per 1,000, leaving other tobacco 
laxes unchanged, 

The steepest increases were 
inade in income taxes. Besides 
the cut from $2,500 to $2,000 in 
the married man's exemption, the 
single man's exemption was re- 
duced from $1,000 to $800, 


Roosevelt Signs 4 Billion Tax Law 
or 


WASHINGTON, D. C, June 25. 

President Roosevelt signed into 
law today a $4,702,500,000 tax bill 
lo pay for the huge national de- 
fense appropriations of the recent 
congressional session, 

Dipping into the pockets of an 
estimated 2,000,000 additional in- 
come tax payers for the first 
tume, and boosting existing taxes 
On nearly everything but chew- 
ing tobacco, the measure was de- 
signed to raise the $4,702,500,000 
over five years—$15,300,000 in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, and 
994,300,000 in each of the fol- 
lowing four years. 

These were officially-caleulated 
totals, somewhat lower than the 
Lillion-dollar plus figures used in 
eapitol hill debate, 

The measure also increased the 
Federal debt limit from $45,000,- 
000,000 to $49,000,000,000, autho- 
rizing the treasury to sell $4,000,- 
000,000 in special “national de- 
to pay for armaments 
until the taxes come in, 

Existing taxes, not counting So- 
c.al Security levies which are now 
outside the budget, were expected 
by the treasury to produce $5,- 
652,300,000 in the next fiscal year. 
The new taxes will bring this sum 
to $6,367,600,000—a total surpass- 
ed in American history only in 
1920. It compares with an esti- 
mated $5,384,300,000 in the fiscal 
year just ending.

THE OUTREACH OF 
G0D'S LOVE 

LESSON TEXT—Jonah 3:1-10; 4:10, 11, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Salvation is of the 
Lord,—Jonah 2:9, 

“There's a wideness In God's merey 

Like the wideness of the sea; 

There's a kindness in His justice 

Which Is more than liberty, 


JONAH; 


*. 


"For the love of God is broader 
Than the measure of man's mind; 
And the heart of the Eternal 
Is most wonderfully kind,” 


Such is the message of the book 
of Jonah, How appropriate it is to 
close our series of studies on the 
prophets with this declaration of 
God's love and mercy. 

I. A Second Chance (3;1-3). 

Jonah had been sent to Nineveh 
with a message from God, but, 
secretly wishing in his heart that 
this great city which was the enemy 
of Israel should be destroyed rather 
than repent and receive God's bless- 
ing (see 4:2), Jonah made an at- 
tempt to run away from God's com- 
mission. We know how God patient- 
ly dealt with him and now gave him 
a second chance to do His will. 

How gracious God is ‘‘to continue 
to us , . the privilege of service 
even when we seem to have sinned 
away our first chance, misused 
our endowments, and have by our 
very failure embarrassed His 
plans.’ Dr. J. Stuart Holden goes 
on to point out that only God gives a 
second chance. Nature does not; 
man seldom, if ever, gives his fel- 
low who has failed a second oppor- 
tunity. But God does. Praise His 
name! 

There was also a second chance 
extended to Nineveh. God was not 
willing to bring judgment upon the 
city without another warning. Quot- 
ing Dr. Holden again: “I care not 
what is the history of failure, of 
shame, of sin which is behind you 
. . . I care not how close upon your 
heels are the hounds of accusation 
and condemnation which bay at you. 
I tell you that Jesus Christ is here 
; . to give you a second chance, 
and that: everything depends upon 
your attitude of acceptance or re- 
jection of His proffered grace and 
mercy." 

II. A Stirring Revival (3:4-10). 

So great was the city that it would 
have taken Jonah three days to 
bring his message to the entire pop- 
ulation (see v, 3). He had only be- 
gun when, at the end of the first 
day, the city, from the ruler down to 
the humblest inhabitant, was in 
deep mourning and repentance for 
its sin. 

Jonah, the man who had been 
brought back from a living death as 
a sign (Luke 11:29-32) to Nineveh 
that God was gracious to repentant 
sinners, pointed to the fact that 
though his message was one of con- 
demnation (v. 4), they might expect 
God to be entreated of them (v. 9). 
He was (vy. 10). 


God has sent times of revival 
when whole cities—and even whole 
nations—have been turned from 
their sin. Such revivals have been 
occurring in recent years in various 
mission fields. Thousands of earnest 
Christians are praying now that 
such a revival may come again in 
our own land. The writer knows 
where helpful literature along this 
line is available without cost, Let 
us pray and ive faithful, and trust 
God to bring revival to the hearts 
of men. 

Ill. A Selfish Reaction (4:10, 11), 

Jonah, instead of rejoicing in the 
repentance of Nineveh, showed his 
narrowness and selfishness by be- 
coming angry (see 4:1). How 
petty and childish are the attitudes 
of men when contrasted with the 
mercy of God. 


The; Lord, dealing gently with 
Jonah, gave him a place of refuge 
and a gourd plant to shade him from 
the sun (4:5, 6). Then, to teach 
him a lesson, a worm was permitted 
to kill the gourd (vy. 7). When 
Jonah was greatly concerned over 
the loss of the plant, God pointed 
out to him that it is wrong to be 
Stirred up over the passing of 
material comfort and not to be con- 
cerned for the souls of men. 

How many of those who poured 
out millions of dollars (and rightly 
so) for the relief of the harassed 
people of Finland, would give five 
cents to win them to Christ? Many 
who will give liberally of money, 
time and effort to the commendable 
work of flood or famine relief, will 
not so much as cross the road to 
talk to a neighbor about Christ. A 
farmer will sit up all night to care 
for a sick cow, but will he spend an 
hour or two on Sunday or some 
evening of the week in an effort to 
win his neighbor’s boy (or his own 
boy) to Christ? These are pertinent 
and serious questions. What is our 
answer? God will hold us respon- 
sible. 


A Prayer 

O God, Who hast given to us the 
knowledge of right and wrong, and 
hast taught us that it is Thy will 
that we choose the right throughout 
our lives, give us grace to be loyal 
to the right as we see it, and faithful 
to the highest we know. Amen.

It is human nature, of course, to think that greener 
pastures must be looked for away from home; but we 
do not always realize that we are helping to keep such 
pastures green.

VEGETABLE-EATING RABBITS 
MAY BE KILLED AT ANY TIME 


Although murder is a capital 
erime in Alabama, the law recog- 
nizes self-defense and usually 
frees a man who slays another in 
defending his own life, The same 
principle holds true in the case 
of rabbits accused of eating up a 
man’s garden, according to Dr, 
Walter B, Jones, state conserva- 
tion officer, Montgomery. 

Classified as a game animal last 
year, the hunting or killing of 
rabbits with guns is prohibited ex- 
cept during the legal open season 
of October 1 to February 20, How- 
ever, the cottontail may be bowl- 
ed over with sticks or stones 
throughout the entire year, 

Persons in a certain section of 
Alabama recently complained that 
rabbits were committing depreda- 
tions upon vegetable gardens, and 
that the “stick and stone’ method 
of halting bunny’'s forays was not 
producing results. Rabbits in the 
particular section seemed to be 
adept at dodging missiles hurled 
by human hands, and the gardens 
suffered dire consequences. 

Owners of such gardens would 
be within the law in using fire- 
arms to make the cottontail quit 
nibbling on carrots, lettuce and 
other succulent tidbits, Dr. Jones 
said, but he cautioned owners to 
be sure that the rabbit actually 
is in the vicinity of the garden 
when the firing takes place. 

“Don't shoot at a rabbit out in 
the woods away from your gar- 
den, for then you will be subject 
to prosecution for taking game 
out of season”, Dr. Jones said. 
“That rabbit may be on his way 
to somebody’s garden, but until 
he actually reaches the vicinity, 
you have no right to shoot him,” 
he added. 

A man certainly has the right 
to defend his property from the 
lavages of animals, both wild and 
domestic, Dr. Jones said, but he 
urged caution and discretion in 
shooting rabbits that have invad- 
ed gardens, 

SOYBEAN IS NO LONGER 
A SOIL-DEPLETING CROP 

AUBURN, Ala.—Soybeans will 
not be considered as a soil-deplet- 
ing crop under provisions of the 
1940 Agricultural Conservation 
Program, announces A, W. Jones, 
AAA administrator. 

Previous provisions of the law 
were that soybeans were consid- 
ered soil-depleting if harvested 
for seed for crushing but an 
amendment to the national AAA 
bulletin for 1940 provides that 
soybeans are not soil-depleting, re- 
gardless of whether the seed is 
harvested for crushing or matures. 

This change means that soy- 
beans will be considered a neutral 
crop and that the acreage planted 
to soybeans will not be deducted 
fromthe special crop allotment. 

Soybeans may qualify as a soil- 
building crop under the green ma- 
nure and cover crops practice 
provided a good growth and a 
good stand are obtained and the 
beans are not harvested by me- 
chanical means, Rate of payment 
On soybeans as a _ soil-building 
practice is $1.50 an acre. 
SLEEPING SICKNESS 

WARNING IS ISSUED 

AUBURN, Ala.—aArrival of the 
season for mosquitoes and other 
blood-sucking insects creates a 
sleeping sickness threat to all 
horses and mules, warns Dr, I. S. 
McAdory, State Veterinarian, ‘It 
is believed that the disease is car- 
ried by these insects, and every 
possible step should be taken to 
protect against them. 

“The greatest factor in controll- 
ing sleeping sickness last season 
was immunization by means of the 
new chick embryo vaccine. Ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 horses and 
mules were vaccinated by this 
method in 1939, and among yac- 
cinated animals incidence of the 
disease was only 0.37 per 1,000. 

“Since immunity is generally 
effective for the duration of the 
sleeping sickness season, early 
vaccination is desirable, so that 
stock may be fully protected be- 
fore the disease begins to strike 
a locality.” 


Kudzu should not be cut too 
often.
